General Railvoad News Gathered by

Pocatello, ldaho, Aug, 23,—~A head-
end colliglon between passenger train
No, 10, south-bound, and freight train
No, 21, occurred at Onyx, twenty miles
south of here on the jolnt track of the
U. & N, and O, 8 L. rallroad at about
.16 today, Bo fur as is known only the
englnes are damaged, the application
of the brakes saved hoth traing from
an awful disaster. 'The frelght en-
gineer overlooked the meeting point, of
hig order, thig being hig first run since
belng promoted to englneer. A derrvick
and a force of men left here at once
for the scene of action, the regular
wrecking car and crew belng at Mont-
pelier picking up three  “batileships”
that were wrecked yesterday afternoon,

Another small wreck near Limu, Mons
tana, Is reported to have hapooned dur-
ing the day, damaging rolliug gtock
only, us far ng known. Traing No, 1
and 7 were delayed nearly slx hours at
MoeCammon on account of the wreck
of Nog. 10 and 21, the flagman of the
latter having to walk three miles back
to MeCammon to wire here for wreck-
ing crew.

It s reported that the Short Line
will reduce its rate on wileage to 4
cents per mile after January 1, 1902,

THE MELODIES OF WALES.
A Musieal Sabject I'reated by o Master

and Hastrated by Touching Seenes.

Last evehing a brilllant audience met
in the Assembly hall, attrdacted by the
fame of Prof. Wm. ApMadoe of ‘hi-
cago, both as a vocaliat and a lecturer.
It was n large gathering of musical
people, many of them nativegs of Wales
of of Welsh descent, They  Mstened
with rapt attention for nearly two
hours, ta the delightful dissertation on
the beauty of the melodies that were
brought Into life on the styings Of the
Welsh triple harp, The lecturer went
back through the centuries to & period
nearly @ hundred years Dbefore the
Christiun Era, and presented  to the
audience melodies produced -in those
early ages which are at leasgt equal,
and in some ways superior, 1o the pro-
ductions. of the present day, The
speaker showed that Welsh bard-
harpists had discovered the pregent dia-
tonie seale, long before it had been set-
tled upon by the great w#=siclang of a
more modern period, Prof. ApMadoe
possesses @& soporous and pleasing high
baritone voice, and In the songs which
he sang by way of {llustration of his
intensely  inleresiing subject, he
brought forth every note with sweet ex-
pression and distinet articulation, so as
to convey accurately the exgulsite mu-

sic and the appropriate words composed

thereto, That the musical audience of
all nationalitles present appreclated
hoth the lecture and the vocal enter-
talnment, Sas evident from the fre-
(uent applause which followed each of
the gentleman's efforls. A most de-
lightful evening was spent and every-
body was pleased at the promise of the
professor that he would visit Salt Lake
City again before very long.

The emdnent lecturer wag introduced
by ex-Governor A, L. Thomas, presi-
dent of the Cambrian goclety, in a very
happy and appropriate speech, which
was heartily gpplauded,
